Just rent a boat from 
Pierpoint or any Long Beach 
land and head out to the Fed­ 
eral Breakwater. You can fish 
inside or outside. Use a No. 6 
hook a small split shot and a 
float to keep you off the rocks. 
Come in to Sportsville U.S.A. 
and ask for Mel. I will be glad 
to show you how to rig and 
where are some of the best spots. 
Many of the fresh water fish­ 
ermen that I've sent out to the 
breakwater are making it a fam­ 
ily trip and are never skunked. 
Can any other type fishing say 
the name?

The I960" fishing regulations 
are out now and are available 
at all Sporting Goods stores free. 
Some of the important point* 
follow.

Halibut, Limit 2. Salt water 
bass, Limit 10 must be 12 inches 
or better. Baracuda, Limit 10, 
not more than 2 fish in posse»- 
sion "under 2S inches. White Sea 
Bass limit 10, not more than 
in possession under 28 inches. 
These are a few of the most im­ 
portant rules and the ones most 
violated.

Bonito are the rrtain attraction 
on the salt scene at present but 
look for a good run of Baracuda 
any time now. The bait is here 
and the water is warm enough 
to bring them in now. Last year 
at this time we started Baracuda 
fishing and we killed them at 
Kocky Point by bouncing white 
jigs on the bottom and reeling 
as fast as we could. This should 
pay off now on almost any boat 
for whites as well as baracuda.
